\ragon. General Breckinridge is here ° 
the purpose of reviewing the troops that 
will take part in the exercises at the In- 
terstate fair today. 

General Breckinridge is a member of 
the famous Kentucky family of that 
name. He is a brother of Colonel W. C. 
P.- Breckinridge, who so long represented 
the Ashland district in congress. Their 
father was Dr. Robert Breckinridge, the 
renowned Presbyterian minister. Dr. 
Breckinridge was a strong union man, 
but when the war between the states 
broke out he found his house divided 
against itself. General Breckinridge fol- 
lowed his father’s teachings and enlisted 
in the cause of the union, while Colonel 
W. Cc. P. Breckinridge cast his lot under 
the stars and bars and became a gallant 
soldier of the southern confederacy. 
Breckinridge was with Sher- 
man and took part in all the battles 
about Atlanta, in a measure, he will 
be on familiar ground when he reviews

the troops tomorrow. 

Speaking of the battles around Atlanta, 
General Breckinridge last night related 
an ineident hitherto unpublished. He 
said that when the confederates under 
General Johnston were falling back on 
Atlanta before Sherman they burned, or 
tried to burn, every bridge. They thought 
that every bridge spanning the Chatta- 
hoochee was destroyed, but General 
Breckinridge says the federals learned 
there was one near Roswell which was 
intact. General Breckinridge, who be- 
longed to the artillery arm of the ser- 
vice, was ordered to take his battery to 
Roswell and get it across the bridge. 
General Garrett, of the federal army, was 
near Roswell with a brigade of cavalry 
and General Breckinridge was ordered to 
look to him for supoprt. When the bat- 
tery reached Roswell the confederates 
were trying to burn the bridge and Gar- 
rett’s horsemen were drawn up ready to 
charge. Garrett didn't want to be both- 
ered with artillery and told Breckinridge 
he would get no support. Just then Gen- 
eral Garrett ordered the bugles to sound 
the charge and his cavalry started for 
the bridge. General Breckinridge, afraid 
that he would be left without support, or- 
dered his battery forward, and with the 
artillery horses on a dead run went over 
the bridge with the cavalry. 

Some confederates were the bridge 
trying to burn it and confederate infantry 
was drawn up on this side. The confed- 
erates did not cease their efforts to burn 
the bridge until they were cut down by 
federal sabres. The bridge was blazing 
in places when Breckinridge’s battery

WHOLESALE CHICKEN THIEF 


Lawyer McClelland Finds Gun Tag 
and with It Tracks One of the 
Worst Chicken Thieves in 
the State—A Furious 
Fizht. 


There was arrested in DeKalb county 
last nieht about 10 o'clock, and a 
half miles from: Kirkwood and about five 
miles from Atlanta, one of the most no- 
torious and worse wanted chicken thieves 
that ever infested the state of Georgia. 
This rogue’s operations were on a most 
colossa] basis and he stole and sold fowls 


one 


by the wholesale. 

The fact that such a thief had been cap- 
tured in the dead hours of the night by a 
well-known Atlanta lawyer and the 
sheriff of DeKalb county is a story in- 
teresting enough of itself, but there 
added to it the fact that the thief was 
spotted, followed and caught by a gun 
tag. a small bit of cardboard which a 
gunsmith had fastened to a gun after 
doing some repair work. 

After stealing nearly every 
within a radius of five miles of Decatur 
and Kirkwood without detection, this 
wholesale roost raider was at last cap- 
tured by a tag being pulled from his gun 
by a splinter on a fence. 

Lawyer J. E. McCcelland did the deiec- 
tive work. he being one of the jatest vie- 
tims of the raider. 

So bold and successful had the chicken 
thief become that the people residing 
within his territorv of operations held a 
sort of indignation meeting and decided 
to offer a big reward for the arrest of the 
rogue. It was believed, in fact, that there 
were several of them and that @ gang 
was working with headquarters in some 
other county. 

The negro, the one lone negro, who had 
been doing all the stealing was Henry 
Wallace, and he ts now safe behind the 
bars of the DeKalb county jail. 

His Gigantic Operations. 

For more than three months chickens 
have been stolen in and around Decatur 
and Kirkwood. It is said that not a per- 
son who owned fowls has escaped within 
this district. 

Last Tuesday night Lawyer McClelland 
became a victim and when he awoke 
Wednesday morning all of his chickens 
and turkeys were gone. 

In walking about the yard looking for 
tracks and other evidences of the rob 
bery Mr. McClelland found a small] tag 
which bore the name and address of A. 
W. Linsey, gunsmith, at No. 6% Loyd 
street. The tag was near a fence and 
appeared to have been torn off by a 
plank. -The lawyer brought the tag to 
the city and reported the matter to the 
city detectives. The lawyer and detec- 
tives worked on the case and from Linsey 
they ascertained that Henry Wallace, a 
negro, had given a receipt for a gun 
Tuesday afternoon. A further investiza- 
tion located Wallace in DeKalb county, 
a mile and a half from Kirkwood.

They 
found the negro, and they also found 
three or four chickens of all sizes and 
breeds. With the chickens were turkeys, 
ducks and geese. There was hardly a 
larger or more flourishing fow] farm in 
tha state. The lawyer easily identified all 
of his chickens and turkeys. 
His Wife Fought Furiously. 

Wallace was seized as soon as he show- 
ed himself at the door and was inand- 
cuffed and taken to the wagon. 

But tne lawyer and sheriff were 
destined to have an easy conq-fest, 
the negro’s wife rushed out apon them, 
when she discovered what was going on, 
and she fought with the fury of an en- 
reged tigress. The two men had al! they 
could do to hold the prisoner and beat off 
the infuriated woman. It was her pur- 
pose to make them fight her in order that 
her husband might escape. 

The wotnan had to be held and tied. 

A search of the premises was made and 
the hundreds of fowls were found in in- 
closures in the back yard. 

Wallace, it has now been learned, 
been carrying on a chicken trade in At- 
lanta, selling fowls as fast as he stole 
them. Sometimes he would sel] two or 
three hundred a week. Those he now has 
on hand must have been stolen recently. 

Lawyer McClelland wants ali the 
chickens found in Wallace’s yard last 
night identified. He states that he will 
be in his office this morning, room 620 
Temple Court, and will direct any who 
have lost chickens to Wallace's country 
retreat. 

The capture of the negro will be a wel- 
come piece of news to the people of De-
